UNEARTHED TIME CAPSULE 
DONATED TO HISTORICAL SOCLETY

A time capsule, which was 
buried in commemoration of the 
100th anniversary of Grayling, 
was recently unearthed during 
the $1.5. million addition and 
renovation project being com- 
pleted at the Crawford County 
Courthouse. 

The time capsule was buried at 
the Crawford Court House as 
part of Grayling’s Centennial 
Celebration held in 1972. 

Contractors completing exca- 
vating work for the county addi- 
tion and renovation unearthed 
the time capsule on Saturday, 
Aug. 29, said Crawford County 


_ Administrator Paul Compo. The 


time capsule, which was made of 
OSB board and covered with a 
fiberglass coating, contained 60 
iterns. 

The Crawford County Board 

of Commissioners. subsequently 
voted to donate the items:in the 
time capsule to the Crawford 
County ‘Historical Society. 

Compo said that. Joyce 
Easterly, a county cleaning and 
maintenance employee, fore- 
wamed county officials that the 
time capsule may be dug up dur- 
ing the project. 

Compo said he felt the board’s 
decision to donate the time cap- 
sule items to the historical soci- 


ety was appropriate since they 
did not directly relate to activi- 
ties or the history of the county. 
The Crawford County 
Courthouse building was Palle in 
1969, 

_ “It was more of a community 


’ thing, so I thought that the board 


donating the time capsule to the 
historical society was a great 
ideal,” Compo said. 

The most notable item in the 
time capsule was a “Razorhead” 
arrowhead, which was used to 
hunt big game, from Bear 
Archery. The arrowhead was 
sealed in a prescription bottle 
and signed by Fred Bear.

County

Board uses reserve account 
money for building and 
zoning, sports complex

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners agreed to shore up a short- 
fall in its building and zoning department 
and speed up the development of the coun- 
ty sports complex with funds banked over 
the last seven years. 

The board, at its regular monthly meeting 
on Sept. 16, agreed to transfer $125,511 
from its state revenue sharing reserve 
account to its revenue disbursement 
account for the 2008-09 fiscal year. Of that 
amount, $65,000 will go toward a deficit in 
the building and zoning department and 
$45,000 will go for the completion of soc- 
cer fields at the county’s sports complex 
property. (See related stories for details.) 

The state revenue sharing reserve 
account was generated between 2002 and 
2004, when state lawmakers mandated the 
county’s shift their collection of property 
taxes from the winter tax bills to summer 
tax bills. The state quit paying revenue 

sharing to the counties, which is based on a 
portion of sales tax collected, following the 
initial economic declines following the 
9/11 terrorist attacks, wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan and rise in gas prices. 

Only locally voted millages, such as for 
the Crawford County Commission on 
Aging, Crawford Sheriff’s Office Road 
Patrol and Crawford County Library 
System, remain on the winter tax bills. 

As the county shifted the tax collection, 
they were allowed to build up a reserve of 
funds in the account. Crawford County was | 


authorized to take $250,000 from the - 


account each year beginning in 2005.

Building and zoning department given { 
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another year to generate revenues

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
agreed to spend $65,000 to 
plug a financial gap in the 
county’s building and zon- 
ing department, 

The Crawford County 
Building and Zoning 
Department was expected to 
come up $65,000 short in 
revenues for the county’s 
2008-09 fiscal year, ending 
on Sept. 30. The loss in 
funds are due to lack of 
building in the county as 
well as employee expenses 
to run the department. 

In July, the county board 
opted to layoff building and 
zoning clerk Tina Dixon due 
to a drop in building permits 
being issued and inspections 
being required, 


County officials said that 


they should have acted soon- 
er to cut expenses from the 
department. 

“We knew at this time last 
year we were running a 
gamble by keeping an 
employee, we didn’t act 
when we should have acted 
and now we're paying the 


price for it,” said Crawford 
County Administrator Paul 
Compo. 

The building and zoning 
department only brought in 
$25,500 in revenues from 
building permits for the 
2008-09 fiscal year. County 
officials projected revenues 
to be about $160,000 and 
say that the department 
brought in $200,000 in one 
year. 

Compo said that Joe 
Duran, the Crawford County 
building and zoning director, 
handles all the building, 
mechanical, plan review and 
soil erosion requests he is 
licensed to oversee. 
Electrical and plumbing per- 
mits are contracted out, with 
75 percent of the fees going 
to the inspector who does 
the work, and 25 percent of 
fee coming to the county. 

Duran has made himself 
available to do night and 
weekend inspections. He 


also had to investigate com- | 


plaints and testify in hear- 
ings before the state’s 
Consumer and Industry 
Affairs Commission. 

“He’s the ambassador for 


building trades in Crawford 


County,’ said County 
Commissioner Rick 
Anderson. 


For the 2009-10 budget 
year, the county plans to use 
a $17,000 fund balance for 
the building department plus 
a $13,000 transfer from the 
county’s general fund. The 
overall hope is that the econ- 
omy will turn around, and 
the department will be able 
to become self sustaining. 
Revenue expectations have 
been dropped to $80,000. 

“In the end, it’s a policy 
decision on whether you 


want to subsidize it or turn it” 


over to the state and not do 
it,’ Compo said. 

County officials will 
explore seeking financial 
support from the townships 
in the county to help support 
the building and zoning 
department, 
local building inspection 
duties or subcontracting out 
a majority of inspections 
over the next year. 

“Tf we don’t want to be in 
the building zoning busi- 
ness, that’s a business deci- 
sion that the board has to 


consolidating — 


make,” Crawford County 
Commissioner Mike Lange 
said. “You almost couldn’t 
tose money if you don’t have 
the overhead.” 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 
man of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners, 
said he did not favor turning 
building and zoning over to 
state inspectors. 

“I would really, really 
struggle with turning that 
over to the state just because 
you have a disconnect with 
citizenry,” Stephenson said. 

Officials said they will 
address the budget for the 
building and zoning depart- 
ment in six months, when 
they will closely monitor 


activities as the 2010 con- | 


struction season gets under- 
way. 

“There is really no sense 
in revisiting this until after 
six month because he really 
doesn’t get cranking until 
April or May when people 
start pulling their building 
permits,” said Lange, who 
chairman of the county ways 
and means and committee 
which oversees county 
finances. 


Additional funds budgeted for sports complex

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
agreed to give the develop- 
ment of the Crawford 
County Sports Complex an 
added kick to put the first 
phase for the development 
of new youth soccer fields 
in the goal. 

The board agreed to 
2008-09 budget amendment 
to spend an additional 
$45,000 on the develop- 
ment of the former county 
fairgrounds property. 

In August, Elmer’s Crane 
and Dozer, a Traverse City 

yased excavating firm, did 
the earth work for develop- 
. ment “of twa soccer fields 
that will be used by the 
Crawford AuSable Soccer 
Association (CASA). A 


well was also installed for — 


irrigation of ‘the fields and 
to provide drinking water 


for soccer players and spec- 
tators, 

Final hydro seeding of 
the fields and fertilizing 
will take place before the 
end of the construction sea- 
son, said Crawford County 
Commissioner Mike Lange. 

The Crawford County 
Board, Grayling 
Recreational Authority and 
CASA have pledged the 
$95,000 to get the develop- 
ment of the soccer fields 
underway. 

“Everybody’s paid up,” 
Lange said. 

County officials opted to 
spend the additional to 
wrap up the first phase of 
the soccer. field develop- 
ment. 

‘Officials estimated it 
would take about $95,000 
the soccer fields, but 
County Administrator Paul 
Compo said: actual costs 
will likely be between 


$125,000 to $130,000. 

“Everybody realizes that 
the sports complex is a 
multi-year project,” Lange 
said. 

Compo said that addi- 
tional funds raised by 
CASA will be used to 
reduce the county's transfer 
of funds for the project or 
spent on future sports com- 
plex projects. 

Lange, who sits on a 
committee, which oversees 
the development of the 
sports complex property, 
said that CASA, the 
Grayling Recreational 
Authority and the Grayling 
High School would all ben- 
efit from having. the, soccer 
fields at the sports, complex. 

“Those fields are going 
to be nice for the high 
school because the high 
school teams use the foot- 
ball field,” he said. 

County officials have 


also. approached the 
Grayling Little League to 
request that a master plan 
be developed for the relo- 
cation of baseball fields 
from North Down River 
Road to the sports complex 
property. The plan will give 
the Grayling Little League 
Board and county officials 
ideas on how long it will 
take to relocate the fields to 
the sports complex. Compo 
estimated the cost to be 
$250,000. 

With a master plan in 
place, county officials hope 
to provide a leadership to 
help facilitate community 


fund-raising projects and. . 


grant applications for the 
relocation of the Grayling 
Little League fields. 

“That going to be the 
final piece of the puzzle so 
it’s nice to have a leadership 
role and have a little bit 
more control,” Lange said.

Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
county officials — took 
$125,00 from the account 
earlier this year to budget 
for post retiree health care 
insurance, which was 
pledged to some county 
employees by previous 
county elected officials.

Crawford County could 
have pulled $1.2 million 
from the revenue sharing 
account in 2009. 

Heading into the 2009-10 
budget year, the county has 
$1.4 million remaining in 
the fund. 

Compo said the goal over 
the next six years to slowly 
“wean” the dependence on 
the funds until the county is 
only taking $50,000 to 
address county finances and 
budget issues. 

County officials fear that 
state lawmakers will eye the 
funds as they address state 
budget deficits.

When the property tax 
collection shift was made 
seven years ago, state offi- 
cials pledged to bring rev- 
enue sharing back. That has 
been a far greater challenge 
than expected as the nation- 
al and state economies have 
continued to spiral down- 
ward, Tuscola County was 
the first county to receive 
revenue sharing back in 
2008. Five other counties 
had their revenye sharing 
restored in 2009. 

State officials are current-

ly wrestling with how to pay 
revenue sharing to a dozen 
counties in 2010 in light of a 
$2.8 billion state budget 
deficit. Three of the coun- 
ties scheduled to receive 
revenue sharing include 
Saginaw County, Jackson 
County and Wayne County, 

Wakeley said Crawford 
County officials are not 
counting on revenue sharing 
being restored, which is 
supposed to occur in 2015, 
when planning short and 
long-term budgets. 

“When it’s gone, we're 
not going to be the position 
of relying on something 
that’s not coming back,” he 
said. “We're not counting on 
getting that money back 
because they don’t have it to 
give.”

Romans 10:9 is a confes- 
sion of faith: “9That if thou 
Shalt confess with thy mouth 
the Lord Jesus, and shalt 
believe in thine heart that God 
hath raised him from the dead, 
thou shalt be saved.” To 
make this confession one 
must possess the words of 
faith as revealed in Romans 
10:8; “8But what saith it? 
The word is nigh thee, even in 
thy mouth, and in thy heart:

First, our confession of 
faith is by an act of the will.

33But whosoever shall deny 
me before men, him will | 
also deny before my Father 
which is in heaven.” Jesus 
tells us He will be ashamed of 
us in heaven if we are 
ashamed of Him on earth.

against me; and he that gath- 
ereth not with me scattereth 
abroad.” 

To confess with our 
mouth the Lord Jesus is to 
publicly acknowledge Him as 
Lord of our life and Savior of 
our souls. We cannot accept 
the Lord Jesus Christ piece- 
meal. If we believe He is the 
eternal Son of God who died 
for our sins, was buried, and 
rose again to give us forgtve- 
ness of sins and ‘eternal life, 
we will trust Him as our 
Savior and obey Him as our 
Lord, And because we know 
who He is and what He has 
done, we should consider it a 
privilege to honor and glorify 
Him. Those who refuse Him 
as their Savior in this life will 
someday dic and be forced to 
bow before Him as their 
judge. “I1For it is written, 
As I live, saith the Lord, every 
knee shall bow to me, and 
every tongue shall confess to 
God.”

Second, the confession 
of our mouth must communi- 
cate the content of our heart: 
“,and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him 
from the dead.” Jesus 
reminded us in Mark 7:6 we 
are hypocrites if our confes- 
sion is not from the heart. 
“6He answered and said unto 
them, Well hath Esaias proph- 
esied of you hypocrites, as it 
is written, This people hon- 
oureth me with their lips, but 


their heart is far from me.” 
Phillip taught this truth in 
Acts 8:36-38 to the eunuch 
who had heard the word of 


faith and upon seeing a pool 
of water requested baptism. 
“37And Philip said, If thou 
believest with all thine heart, 
thou mayest. And he 
answered and said, | believe 
that Jesus Christ is the Son of 
God.” 

Third, if we confess with 
our mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
fully believe in our heart the 
death, buriat and resurrection 
of Jesus Christ for our sins, 
we are promised salvation. 
“OThat if thou shalt confess 
with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in 
thine heart that God hath 
raised him from the dead, 
thou shalt be saved.” As the 
Phillipian jailer asked of Paul 
and Silas in Acts 16:30,31: 
“30And brought them out, 
and said, Sirs, what must I do 
to be saved? 31And they 
said, Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved, and thy house.” 
“13For whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord 
shall be saved.” (Romans

“{t’s probably priceless to 
some peopie, so I thought it 
was appropriate to donate 
the items in the time capsule 
to the museum and not throw 
them out or discard them,” 
said Crawford County 
Commissioner Shelley 
Pinkelman. 

Just a few other items in 
the time capsule were 
deemed to be in good condi- 
tion by Crawford County 


Historical Board members, | 


including a _ golf tee, 
Champion ball maker, a 
white Grayling Centennial 
plate and a Coke bottle. The 
time capsule contained a 
tape cassette from the 
Leonard M. Knibbs family 


‘as a voice from the past. The 


Knibbs family operated the 
Mercantile 
Exchange. A wooden hand 
crafted key to the city was 


also found in the box. 


Two Aug. 10, 1972 of 
Centennial editions of the 
Crawford County Avalanche 
were found in the time cap- 
sule. The issue contained a 
special section highlighting 
the history of Grayling, 
including features on Chief 
David -Shoppenagon, ‘the 
timber industry, the AuSable 
River, the development and 
preservation of the Hartwick 
Pines State Park and fourth 
generation river guides. 

The capsule contained cat- 
alogs, a copy of Grayling 
First 100 Years Book, 
Centennial bumper stickers, 
legal documents, resolu- 
tions, and school, county and 
centennial celebration direc- 
tories, 

Some of the papers and 
books were water damaged 
and moldy. 

“We would pick them up 
and they would just fall apart

- Other documents have 
been placed in a plastic tote 
between layers of kitty litter 
in hopes of preserving the 
documents. Stone said that 
she and Kim Van Nuck, a 
Crawford County Historical 
Society member, learned the 
technique to preserve 
archives and genealogical 
documents from Crawford 
County Library System 
Director Bambi Mansfield. 

The time capsule con- 
tained a bottle of Richard’s 
Black Berry wine, which 
had a lid that was rusted and 
the contents were leaking. 
An empty Jim Beam bottle 
was in the time capsule, 
which contained a flyer pro- 
moting the Grayling 
Centennial. 

A wagon wheel in the 
time capsule, which was cor- 
roded, a footbal) and a chil- 
dren's float toy, which were 
moldy, were all discarded. 
The time capsule contained a

which were spoiled and dis- 
carded, 

“The things that were put 
in there surprised me,” Stone 
said. “The food ~ that just 
blew my mind.” 

In all irony; the artifacts 
and memorabilia in the time 
capsule have found their per- 
fect home in the Crawford 
County Historical Museum, 

which was built in 1872. 

The community was 
founded in 1872 after the 
Jackson, Lansing and 
Saginaw Railroad Company 
had made a grade and built 
tracks to the community, 
which it named Crawford. 
The depot and a freight 
house were also built. 

The first wood burning 
engine was known as the 
“North Pole” served the 
depot. Two other wood 
burners served the Crawford 

Station from Bay City. They 

were known at the “Grizzly 
Bear” and the Northway.” 
In those days, engines were 
‘named, not. numbered, 
because they were consid- 
ered by their operators to be 
personalities, behaving per- 
fectly or atrociously, just as 
people do. 

Known at the Crawford 
Station, a few years later, 
local , citizens felt that 
Crawford was too common 
of a name and_ voted to 
change the name of the com- 
munity to Grayling. 

Mike Hartwick is reported 
to have built the first hotel 
on the site of the 
Shoppenagon's Inn in 1872, 
but a tornado demolished the 
building before it was com- 
pleted. Three times _there- 
after, fires destroyed the 
hotels built there. The site 
would remain vacant after 
each fire.

grew beards, side burns and

Historical Muséum was 
established in ‘a former 
Grayling schoolhouse. The 
museum was moved from 
property by the Grayling 
Middle School to the 
AuSable River City Park, 
before finding its home on 
the train depot property on 
May 19, 1986. Area artifacts 
and memorabilia were 
moved to the depot building 
while the schoolhouse fea- 
tures displays of military 
items from the Civil War to 
Operation Desert Storm, 

Steve Doyle, president of 
the Crawford County 
Historical Society Board, 
said the board members and 
volunteers are pleased to 
receive the items from the 
time capsule. 

“We're thrilled to get the 
stuff,’ Doyle said. “It’s part 
of Crawford County’s her- 
itage and we will do our best 
to salvage it, restore it and 
maintain it so it will be avail- 
able for the public to see.”
